- It develops that the prolessional busy- 
bodies— and a lot ot sincere amateurs misled 
by the professionals— were wrong In tlieir 
contention that MuMoUnl's retirement meant 
nothing, that BadogUo and King Victor 
Emanuel Intended to go througli with the war 
as Hitler Etoogos. 

While the anti-Hull clat|uc rnntcri mid 
raved, allied leaderH were iieRotliulng and 
receiving the unconditional .surrender of 
Italy, under terms dlclaled by us. 

Only a minimum o( background and of 
logic was needed to make 11 clear that Gen- 
eral BadoRllo. and tlie king himself, were In 
a very difricult posllloii, from which it would 
take time and Ingenuity to extricate them- 
selves. 

We had known for a long time that Ger- 
man mllilary and naval and civilian person- 
nel had been InflllralocI Into the Italian 
bureaucracy so thoroughly that oven the 
Jat boy himself remained free only .so long 
as he remembered to add "Signor" every 
timo he said "81" to Hitler, or to any ot der 
fuehrer's perflonal reptcscntatlvea. 

It was .not enough for Badogllo to say, 
casually: "We're through. It's all yours. Gen- 
eral Elsenhower." The Germans had foreseen 
such a possibility, and had carefully provided 
against It. Badogllo had to negotiate on be- 
half of his country, seeking the best terms 
possible. No patriot of any race could have 
done less. He had to conduct these negotia- 
tions behind Hitler's back. 

Me.'isr;!. Ilnoiicvclt. Churchill. Hull and Els- 
enhower were in position to realize not only 
the dllficultios. which should have been ob- 
vious to all, but also that steps were being 
taken to overcome these difficulties— steps 
which now have removed the Italian armed 
forces from the conflict. 

The busybodlcs didn't know what was go- 
ing on. but they were Impatient. Tliey" want- 
ed Italy on a silver platter, and they wouldn't 
wait. Anybody who showeil reasonable pa- 
tience was, to them, a vicious collaborator, 
^.probably fasclst-mlnded. 

Well, now they have their answer. Will It 
deter them the next time they get angry 
about something they don't understand? 
Not at all. They'll live, and die, talking out 
of turn. 



T) DAY APPROACHES 

It can be no secret to anybody, and least 
of all the the Nazi general staff, that the day 
is approaching fast when the armies ot 
democracy will begin landing all over the 
fortress of Europe. 

The Invasion of Italy, Is In a sense, prelimi- 
nary. There Is a real question whether the 
best way to Berlin involves Italy. Even with 
the considerable headway we have made on 
the peninsula, there arc several other routes 
which seem to offer superior advantages. 

One is through the Balkans, another " up 
the Rhone Valley, and lor both ot these our 
possession of Italy Is useful. There are the 
Scandinavian route and the Channel route. 
In neither ot these Is allied occupation of 
Mussolini's former duchy without value. It 
serves as a diversion, and It offers to provide 
air fields from which support to more north- 
erly invasions can fly. 

But the crushing blow. In all probability.' 
wilt not come from Italy. There are many 
who believe that, whatever may Intervene, 
the end will not come until there has been 
a cross-channel Invasion. 

British invasion maneuvers hall way across 
the channel, the other day. went oft so suc- 
cessfully as to suggest that even that most 
difficult or approaches to Berlin can be used 
In the near future. 

Allied strategy is, on the whole, conserva- 
tive. Our genera! plnn has been Id move 
slowly, to test the ground firmly before each 
step forward, to make sure of success— as 
sure as the hazards ot war permltr— before 
each venture, ' 

'Out progress seems slow at times. But the 
roethod guards against disaster. And when 
the big blow tails It will be all the more 
crushlne. 

It Is useful to realize fully that big events 
are coming close, for a number of reasons. 
There will be huge casualty lists, tor which" 
we must be prepared. There is going to be a 
terrilJc drain upon our resources. Qasolino 
will be needed in greater quantltes than ever 
before. So will lood, coal, clothing and in- 
cidentals for relief ot the millions we arc 
beginning to set frco. ■ 
T7ie_enc!..l3 approaching. It Is reasonable

con notiret relax and dntw a deep breath. 

Until the end comes, every victory will call
